WASHINGTON, Febrnaty 13.-This ha» 


been a Sold day in the house. The Ban- 
dry civil appropriation bill was before 
tuat body lor general debate. It was 
used as a basis lor on attack by the 
Democrats on the vast appropriations 
made by this congress, which Mr. Sayere 
and Mr. Dockery estimated wonld aggre- 
gate (11,045,000,000. The latter paid a 
high tribute to Speaker Reed, and ac- 
quitted him ol all responsibility lor the 
large appropriations. 
Once the gate 


was opened, the debate naturally drilled 
into politics. Tko relative merits ol tho 
MoKlnley and Wilson bills as revenue 
producers were attacked and defended, 
the income tax decision and Justice 
Shiros' change ot position came in lor a 
Bhareol attention, and Mr. Dearmond 
ol Mistouri concluded tho day will; a 
brilliant plea lor struggling Cuba, which 
won Irom the house shouts of approval. 


An intimation was made that there 
was to be an attempt made to pass the 
sundry civil bill under the suspension ol 
rules on Monday, but Mr. Cannon, who 
has charge ol tho bill, denied this. 
There ia evidence ol a movement on 
loot, however, to thus dispose ol the bill, 
but at present it seems to lack strength 
to carry it. Borne ol the interests which 
are not taken care ol by the bill desire 
to make their light to overrule the com- 
mittee on the floor, 
Mr. Cannon, in charge ol the bill, 


asked unanimous consent that the bill 
be considered as having been read the 
first time. 
' ' 
Mr. Hepburn asked it the purpose of 


passing the bill neit Monday under sus- 
pension ol the rules had been aban- 
doned, and this was a move to procure 
the first reading ol the bill to avoid 
criticism rnude when the river and har- 
bor hill was passed last year without 
bavin* lieon road. Tho question evi- 
dently nettled Mr. Cannon, who replied 
that ho was willing that the house 
nhould pursue toward this bill any 
course the majority desired. He called 
attention to tho lact that but two weeks 
ol this session yet remained aud there 
was still to pass, in addition to the sun- 
dry civil bill, the naval appropriation 
and general deficiency bill. 
"Hut you have nob answered my ques- 


tion," exclaimed Mr. Hepburn. "Have 
you abandoned tho purpose ol passing 
this bill under nuspeneiou ol tlie rules; 


'•There never was any such purpose, 


said Mr. Cannon sharply. 


A compromise was arranged and the 


reading of the bill was dispensed with. 
It was agreed there should be fivo hours 
general debate, two and one-ball on 
each side.

Greeks are thoroughly 


roused. Throughout tho country, meet- 
ihga are being held and aubscriptiona in 
tho aid ot the Cretana are being raised. 


Dispatches trom the European cap- 


itals indicate sympathy with Greece, but 
the governments fear that if Greece is 
allowed to annex Crete an uprising In 
the Balkans will occur, aud efforts will 
be made there to throw off the Turkish

The Buckeye grocery store at the cor- 


ner of Fresno and N streets, which is 
conducted by Seal & lloldridgo, was en- 
tered by burglars night before last. The 
till was robbed of about $10 in cash, 
and $25 worth of cutlery was taken 
from a show window. 


The burglars were undoubtedly famil- 


iar with the interior of the store, judg- 
ing from the manner in which they 
carried out their operations. They bad 
climbed over a high board fence on the 
south side oi the store and forced an 
entrance through a rear door of the 
store leading to this fenced enclosure. 
They pried loo«e the uoor 'casing, on 
which the lock catch was fastened, the 
marks of the chisels being plain. 
In this manner the burglars effected 


an entrance to the rear room, but from 
this to the store proper there was a door 
which was bolted. A hole was cut 
through the panel, and by reaching 
through -this aperture the bolt was 
pulled back and the door opened.
